There  were  no  stained  glass  win¬ 
dows  casting  subdued  light  on  a  vest¬ 
ed  clergyman,  no  pipe  organ  music 
echoing  from  vaulted  ceilings,  no  sol¬ 
emn  anthems  intoned  by  robed  choirs, 
no  richly  carpeted  aisles  silencing 
footfalls  of  a  fashionable  congrega¬ 
tion— but  God  was  there! 

Through  plain  glass  windows  bright 
sunlight  shone  on  a  preacher  clad  in 
prison  garb,  music  was  made  by  rich

baritones,  plaintive  tenors  and  deep 
basses  of  Negroes  wearing  convicts’ 
stripes,  bare  floors  echoed  dully  to 
heavy  steps  of  lowly  worshipers — and 
God  was  there! 

It  was  the  most  unusual  church 
service  I  ever  attended.  It  was  held 
in  the  unadorned  dining  hall  at  one 
of  the  camps  Inside  the  State  Peni¬ 
tentiary.  The  pastor  of  the  church 
was  a  prisoner  under  life  sentence. 
The  deacons,  the  ushers,  the  quartette, 
the  sextette,  the  reader  of  the  Scrip¬ 
tures  and  the  men  attending,  were  of 


varying  ages  and  sizes — but  with  one 
thing  in  common  —  they  all  wore 
prison  stripes. 

The  Chaplain  of  the  Penitentiary, 
an  earnest  Methodist  minister,  intro¬ 
duced  the  white  visitors,  among  whom 
were  a  number  of  the  employees  on 
the  administrative  staff,  Including 
the  Superintendent  and  his  charm¬ 
ing  wife. 

With  the  Pastor  in  charge,  and  be¬ 
fore  the  sermon,  “songs  of  the  soul” 
of  Southern  Negroes  filled  the  drab 
hall  with  melody  such  as  only  they 
can  make.  As  they  sang,  “If  I  Could 
Hear  My  Mother  Pray  Again,”  tears 
rolled  unnoticed  down  the  faces  of 
some  of  the  men  in  stripes,  who  gazed 
out  the  windows  and  far  away  across 
the  level  farm  lands  of  the  Peniten¬ 
tiary.  (Did  they  see  in  memory  a  little 
cabin  in  which  a  loving  mother,  long 
ago,  was  singing  a  tired  little  picka¬ 
ninny  to  sleep,  after  prayers  were 
aaid?) 

Voicing  the  heart-cry  of  men  who 
have  little  to  look  forward  to  in  this

successive  year  with  a  total  of  287,  a  final  check  of  1945  associational  minutes 
has  revealed.  Lee  E.  Roberson  is  the  pastor. 

The  Chattanooga  church  finished  the  associational  year  with  six  more  bap¬ 
tisms  than  the  281  reported  by  the  Bellevue  Church,  Memphis,  Tenn.,  where 
Dr.  R.  O.  Lee  is  pastor.  Highland  Park  reported  one  baptism  for  each  9.5  mem-

One-Fourth  Of  World 
Facing  Starvation 

Fate  Of  Civilization  Depends 
Upon  American  People

Late  in  February  of  this  year,  Presi¬ 
dent  Truman  announced  an  eleventh- 
hour  “Share-the-Food”  program,  to 
prevent  mass  starvation  abroad.  He 
said,  “For  the  world  as  a  whole  .  .  . 
more  people  face  starvation  and  even 
actual  death  for  want  of  food  today 
than  in  any  war  year,  and  perhaps 
more  than  in  all  years  combined.” 

A  food  crisis  has  developed  which 
may  prove  the  worst  in  modem  times. 
One-fourth  of  the  world’s  population, 
or  500,000,000  (several  times  the  num¬ 
ber  who  died  In  the  war)  may  die  be¬ 
fore  the  next  harvest,  unless  food 
reaches  them  soon.  The  famine  is  es¬ 
timated  to  reach  Its  peak  in  mid¬ 
summer,  1946.

Church  Editors  Hear  Missions  And 
Chaplains  Praised 


CONFERENCE  INCLUDES  WHITE  HOUSE  RECEPTION

Washington,  D.  C.,  April  24 — How  a 
Navy  Chaplain  gave  his  life  for  his 
men  was  told  here  by  Admiral  Chester 
W.  Nimitz,  in  lauding  Chaplains’ 
achievements  in  World  War  II. 

The  chief  of  Naval  Operations  ad¬ 
dressing  a  luncheon  of  the  General 
Commission  of  Army  and  Navy  Chap¬ 
lains  at  Hotel  Statler,  with  a  group 
from  the  Associated  Church  Press 
Convention  as  guests,  related  how 
Chaplain  George  Rentz  climbed  off 
a  life  raft  to  make  room  for  a  sailor 
when  the  Cruiser  Houston  was  sunk 
by  the  Japs  in  the  Java  Sea,  Febru¬ 
ary  28,  1942. 

Clinging  to  the  life  raft,  the  chap¬ 
lain  pleaded  to  be  allowed  to  leave  to 
make  room  for  them.  But  they  would 
have  none  of  that.  Finally,  ignoring 
their  protests,  the  sky-pilot  flung  his 
lifebelt  to  one  of  the  men,  and  swam 
away  into  the  sea  in  the  darkness, 
never  to  be  seen  again. 

“By  their  patient,  sympathetic 
labors  with  the  men,  day  in  and  day 
out  and  through  many  a  night,”  said 
Nimitz,  "every  chaplain  I  know  con¬ 
tributed  immeasurably  to  the  moral 
courage  of  our  fighting  men.”  Nimitz 
reported  that  12  Navy  Chaplains  were 
killed  in  action  during  the  war  and

present  world,  they  sang,  "When  the 
Saints  Go  Marching  Home  .  .  Lord,  I 
want  to  be  among  that  number,  when 
the  saints  go  marching  home!”  The 
visitors,  listening  to  their  songs,  (and 
not  with  dry  eyes),  felt  that  an  under¬ 
standing  Saviour  heard  the  pathetic 
prayer.  "I  want  to  be  a  Christian  in 
my  heart,  poignantly  expressed  what 
was  doubtless  the  exact  truth. 

Other  numbers  were  rendered  by 
special  groups  and  by  the  congrega¬ 
tion,  led  by  different  prisoners  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  Pastor.  They  sang  in 
a  reverent  and  thoughtful  manner.  It 
was  astonishing  to  note  how  many 
songs  they  knew  from  memory,  for 
they  sang  without  books.  With  no 
Instrument  to  give  them  the  pitch, 
they  just  lifted  their  heads  and— and 
sang!  (The  hearty  cooperative  re¬ 
sponse  of  the  congregation  to  the  lead¬ 
ers  would  have  delighted  the  choir 
director  in  many  a  white  Baptist 
church.) 

One  of  the  young  men  was  selected 
by  the  pastor  to  read  the  Scripture. 
He  chose  the  first  few  verses  in  the 
Gospel  of  John.  The  deacon  who  led 
the  morning  prayer  did  not  lack  for 
words  as  he,  in  fact,  led  a  congrega¬ 
tion  that  followed  with  fervent 
“Amens,"  and  other  verbal  expres¬ 
sions  emphasizing  the  petitions  of¬ 
fered. 

“A  Mind  To  Go  Home” 

The  Pastor's  message  was  taken 
from  The  Story  of  the  Prodigal  Son 
which  he  read  effectively  from  the 
Bible.  His  subject  was,  ”1  Have  a  Mind 


of  copies  of  the  New  Testament. 
Simple  books  with  Bible  stories,  and 
especially  ones  with  pictures,  will  be 
used  by  the  Pastor  very  helpfully. 
Training  Unions,  Royal  Ambassadors, 
Girls’  Auxiliaries  and  Sunday  School 
classes  in  white  churches  could  receive 
a  blessing  by  collecting  and  sending 
these  things  to  this  Church  Behind 
the  Bars.  Chaplain  A.  R.  Beasley  will 
see  that  every  book  and  every  piece 
of  literature  sent  is  delivered  to  the 

To  Go  Home.”  His  preaching  was 
earnest.  Scriptural  and  clear.  There 
was  no  "preaching  down”  at  his  fel¬ 
low  members.  He  classified  himself 
among  those  who  had,  through  faith, 
"a  mind  to  go  home.”  (Once  a  Publi¬ 
can  stood  in  the  'sanctuary  and  would 
not  so  much  as  lift  up  his  head,  but 
prayed,  “God,  be  merciful  to  me,  a 
sinner,”  and  went  down  to  his  house 
justified  by  the  One  who  looks  into 
a  man's  heart.)  The  gospel  call 
from  the  Word  by  a  preacher  in  con¬ 
vict’s  uniform  was  answered  by  three 
young  men  who  professed  faith.  They 
were  publicly  questioned  in  a  search¬ 
ing  manner  by  the  Pastor.  When  their 
testimony  rang  true,  they  were  voted 
to  be  “received  as  candidates  for  bap¬ 
tism,  and  after  that  membership  in 
the  Camp  12  Union  Baptist  Church.” 
Ten  men  awaiting  baptism  were  seat¬ 
ed  on  a  front  bench.  They  wore  over 
their  heads,  white  turban-like  cover¬ 
ings,  which  distinguished  them  as  set 
apart  that  day.  The  audience  listened 
carefully  to  the  preacher,  and  as  he 
pictured  the  steps  downward  which 
the  Prodigal  followed,  the  “Amens,” 
uttered  by  his  hearers  showed  that 
they  understood  the  path  the  way¬ 
ward  boy  had  taken.  During  the  serv¬ 
ice,  the  ushers,  who  wore  arm  bands, 
stood  attentively  at  the  corners  of 
the  room. 

During  the  service,  the  tiny,  fair¬ 
haired,  blue-eyed,  daughter  of  one  of 
the  Administrative  Staff  broke  away 
from  her  father  and  mother,  and 
sought  one  of  the  convicts,  a  trusty, 
(as  was  shown  by  the  fact  that  his 
stripes  ran  up-and-down  and  not 
around,)  and  looked  up  injo  his  face. 


church.  “I  was  in  prison,  and  ye  visit¬ 
ed  Me.  .  .  ,”  said  He. 

In  the  picture,  the  Pastor  is  seen 
with  a  white  cloth  across  his  shoulder, 
facing  the  candidate  who  is  about  to 
be  baptized.  All  during  the  service  the 
members  on  the  shore  sang  between 
the  immersing  of  each  man,  and 
the  Pastor  conducted  the  rites  im¬ 
pressively.  None  who  looked  on  could 
fail  to  see  the  seriousness  of  the  oc¬ 
casion.  (At  the  right,  in  the  field,  we 
see  two  of  the  guards  with  repeating 
rifles.) 

asking  to  be  taken.  Tenderly  the  huge 
Negro  lifted  the  fairy-like  little  white 
baby  in  his  strong  arms,  and  smiled 
gently  into  her  upturned  face  as  she 
snuggled  down  contentedly.  His  at¬ 
tention  to  the  sermon  was  not  inter¬ 
rupted  as  the  child  rested  quietly  with 
him  until  the  worship  service  had 
ended,  and  he  returned  her  to  the 
arms  of  her  father.  Later,  at  the  bap¬ 
tismal  lake,  we  saw  two  other  white 
children,  a  little  girl  and  a  toddling 
baby  boy,  who  preferred  to  stay  with 
a  trusty.  He  held  both  of  them  in  his 
brawny  arms  as  carefully  as  if  they 
had  been  fragile  flowers.  Once  we 
heard  him  say,  “Come  on,  Honey,  sit 
with  me.”  The  gentleness  these  men 
showed  for  the  little  children  was 
touching,  as  was  the  children’s  af¬ 
fection  for  them. 

“Going  Down  To  Jordan” 

The  baptism  was  held  at  a  little  pool 
encircled  with  willows  and  tall  grass. 
The  church  members,  with  the  usher 
in  front,  bearing  a  large  white  banner, 
marched  to  the  water  across  the  fields 
of  the  prison.  (There  are  27,000  acres 
in  the  penal  farm.)  Guards  with  re¬ 
peating  rifles  marched  also.  (For  dis¬ 
cipline  is  never  lifted  by  officials 
although  justice  is  the  keynote  of  their 
dealings  with  the  men  in  the  peniten¬ 
tiary.)  While  the  baptizing  proceeded, 
the  armgd  guards  stood  in  four  di¬ 
rections  a  short  distance  away. 

Two  ushers  went  out  into  the  water- 
and  placed  poles  on  which  white  flags 
were  fastened,  marking  the  site  of  the 
rites  to  be  administered.  They  re¬ 
turned  and  escorted  the  Pastor  to  the 
place,  and  three  helpers,  who  assisted 
In  the  baptismal  observance  were  sta-

tioned  properly.  All  this  was  done  in 
a  quiet  and  solemn  way,  with  at¬ 
tention  to  details  on  the  part  of  the 
Negro  leaders.  The  spring  sunshine 
covered  the  earth,  and  the  fringe  of 
green  things  around  the  water's  edge 
was  mirrored  clearly  in  the  pool’s  still 
surface.  A  line  of  cars  stood  on  the 
roadway,  in  which  white  friends  and 
Administrative  Staff  members  had 
come  to  attend  the  impressive  serv¬ 
ice. 

The  ushers  began  to  lead  the  candi¬ 
dates  into  the  water,  and  as  their  feet 
reached  the  edge,  the  entire  group  be¬ 
gan  to  sing,  "Let  Us  Go  Down  Into 
Jordan.  .  .  ”  The  ones  to  be  baptized 
joined  in  the  chant  until  they  were 
placed  in  the  line  to  take  their  turn 
in  the  ordinance.  Each  was  baptized, 
and  then  took  his  place  on  the  other 
side  of  the  preacher.  After  all  had 
been  immersed  the  group  went  back  up 
out  of  the  water,  donned  their  rain¬ 
coats  and  fell  into  line  for  the  trek 
back  to  their  prison  camp.  The  ushers 
bearing  the  white  banners,  marched  in 
front.  The  preacher  and  the  candi¬ 
dates  followed,  and  then  the  church 
members.  At  either  side,  and  in  the 
rear,  were  the  guards  with  their  guns 
in  hand.  (Like  as  Christ  was  raised 
from  the  dead,  so  shall  they  rise  and 
walk  in  newness  df  life  . .  .  And  they 
can  do  it,  even  though  imprisoned  for 
years  to  come.  God  has  not  removed 
the  suffering  for  sin,  though  its  power 
has  no  dominion  in  the  spirit,  and 
throughout  all  eternity,  for  all  who 
believe!) 

With  hearts  full  of  sadness  at  what 
sin  can  do  in  the  human  life,  and  yet 
with  joy  that  the  Spirit  of  God  knows 
no  bars  to  His  power  to  redeem  men, 
the  visitors  departed  on  their  home¬ 
ward  journey.

Our  Executive 
Committee  and  the  Mississippi  College  Board  of  Trustees  both  unanimously 
approved  and  passed  upon  this  tenure  service.  This  carried  us  through  the 
first  stage  of  intensive  state-wide  promotion.  Incidentally,  these  Institutional 
campaigns  do  not  come  within  the  prescribed  duties  of  this  office  as  we  have 
no  official  connection  with  any  institution — state  or  southwide.  As  secretary- 
treasurer  of  the  Mississippi  Baptist  Convention  Board  we  have  enough  work 
upon  us  for  three  or  five  men,  so  why  look  for  more?

First  you  will  note  that  we  have  $300,001  cash  items. 

Add  to  that  the  next  six  items  of  unpaid  pledges  and  we  have  $452,500, 
Items  we  may  definitely  put  our  finger  on.  The  $65,000  Jackson  pledge  was 
quoted  in  the  summary  given  as  we  took  over  the  campaign  and,  of  course, 
we  accepted  those  figures  as  they  were. 

The  last  item  Is  altogether  too  conservative  from  the  Information  on  hand 
but  we  desire  it  that  way.  For  instance,  Lincoln  County  in  a  great  meeting 
officially  accepted  their  quota  of  $16,000  and  the  dynamic  pastor  and  First 
Baptist  Church  of  Brookhaven  assumed  half  of  that  amount.  When  they  say 
they  will  do  anything,  they  do  it  in  a  great  way  like  some  others.  Pastor  Sulli¬ 
van  has  already  ordered  1500  envelopes  for  their  great  offering.  Marshall  Coun¬ 
ty  In  a  fine  meeting  at  Holly  Springs  accepted  and  raised  by  $900  their  quota. 
They  are  the  type  that  do  things  up  well.  Pike  County  Baptists,  another  dyna¬ 
mic  group,  are  going  after  their  goal.  Pastor  Davis,  New  Albany,  and  Union 
County  Association  have  set  their  goal  at  a  high  mark.  We  might  sweep  on 
through  many  other  associations  reviewing  their  determinations  but  these  will 
suffice  In  substantiating  our  statement  that  the  $47,500  Association  quota  and 
personal  pledge  figure  is  altogether  too  conservative.

The  recent  State  Sunday  School 
Convention  brought  to  our  state 
outstanding  leaders  from  several 
southern  states  to  bring  challeng¬ 
ing  messages  about  Second  Cen¬ 
tury  Books,  Building,  Babies, 
Bases,  Bibles,  Barriers  and  Be¬ 
yond*.  Conferences  for  Sunday 
School  leaders  were  held  'with 
representatives  from  our  Sunday 
School  Board  and  from  neighbor¬ 
ing  states  to  guide  the  discussions. 
We  commend  Secretary  Williams 
upon  the  personnel  of  his  pro¬ 
gram,  and  wish  we  might  have 
taken  in  all  of  the  Convention. 

It  was  our  privilege  to  hear  two 
of  the  speakers.  Dr.  J.  M.  Price 
from  our  Seminary  in  Port  Worth, 
and  Dr.  C.  C.  Warren  of  First 
Church,  Charlotte,  North  Caro¬ 
lina,  whom  we  have  known 
through  the  years. 

Dr.  Price,  scholar  that  he  is, 
made  us  see  the  trend  of  the  times 
in  getting  away  from  Bible  teach¬ 
ing,  and  that  institutions  which 
were  founded  upon  Christian 
principles  had  departed  from  them 
until  the  other  extreme  of  exclud¬ 
ing  religion  and  Christianity  had 
been  reached.  Denominational 
schools  have  declined  in  number 
at  a  rapid  rate.  Citing  as  examples 
the  McGuffey  Readers  and  the 
Blue  Back  Speller  with  all  their 
quotations  from  the  Scripture,  we 
have  come  to  the  lime  when 
chapd  is  no  longer  a  part  of  a 
school  program  and  the  only 
teaching  of  the  Bible  is  left  to  the 
church  through  its  Sunday 
Schools.  For  that  reason  he  urged 
better  teaching  and  more  time  for 
teaching  God's  Word  in  our  Sun¬ 
day  Schools. 

Dr.  Warren’s  messages  were 
provoking  and  challenging  as  he 
pointed  out  the  multitudes  in  the 
shadow  of  our  churches,  who  will 
never  be  reached  by  our  churches 
because  of  social  ahd  economic 
barriers.  He  urged  us  to  sec  them 
through  the  eyes  of  Jesus,  who, 
seeing  the  multitudes,  had  com¬ 
passion  on  them  and  then  did 
something  about  them.  He  sent  his 
disciples  out  to  minister  to  them 
pnd  to  teach  them.  Drawing  from 


his  own  rich  experiences  in  pastor¬ 
ates  in  Kentucky,  Arkansas  and 
North  Carolina,  Dr.  Warren  show¬ 
ed  how  we  coukl  minister  to  the 
multitudes  by  taking  the  Word  of 
(iod  to  them.  The  purpose  of  the 
church  is  to  serve  and  church 
members  must  take  the  message 
to  individuals  who  will  never  be 
reached  by  foreign  missions,  home 
missions,  state  missions  or  asso- 
ciational  missions,  but  may  be 
reached  if  our  churches  extend  an 
arm  and  start  mission  Sunday 
Schools.  Missions  often  grow’  into 
self-sustaining  churches,  which  is 
as  it  should  be.  Dr.  Warren  chal¬ 
lenged  us  to  be  willing  to  lose 
church  members  every  year  to 
establish  new  churches.  At  what 
rate  are  churches  being  establish¬ 
ed  in  your  town  or  your  associa¬ 
tion?  How  long  since  a  new 
church  was  begun? 

For  his  message  at  the  close  of 
the  convention  l>r.  Warren’s  text 
was  from  Paul’s  first  letter  to 
the  church  at  Thessalonica  “We 
waxed  bold  about  our  God.”  In 
comparing  the  time  of  Paul  with 
our  own  the  speaker  said  that  the 
time  was  short  for  Paul.  We,  too, 
have  little  time  in  which  to  help 
bring  in  the  Kingdom  of  God  and 
too  many  of  us  arc  hindering  the 
coming  of  His  Kingdom.  How 
often  we  as  Christians,  and  many 
who  make  no  profession  of  faith, 
wax  bold  about  matters  close 
to  our  hearts?  But  how  many  of 
us  who  know  Him  in  whom  we 
have  believed  wax  bold  about  our 
God,  because  the  time  is  ripe,  the 
need  evident,  the  task  clear,  the 
undertaking  imperative  and  be- 
our  triumph  is  sure? 

We  are  glad  that  our  hearts 
have  been  stirred  by  these  men  of 
God  and  we  would  present  a 
challenge  to  you  who  read  these 
lines  to  look  about  your  own 
church  and  see  the  multitudes. 
Under  the  guidance  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  and  the  example  of  our 
speaker  (not  neglecting  the  strong¬ 
hold  which  we  have  already  built 
.  .  ,  our  churches)  may  w’e  extend 
the  ministry  of  our  churches  from 
their  very  doors  unto  the  utter¬ 
most  parts  of  the  earth.

When  a  counterfeit  bill  is  manu¬ 
factured,  it  is  a  tribute  to  the  value 
of  a  good  piece  of  currency.

Notice  in  “popular”  Jxiok  adver¬ 
tisements  the  multitude  of  titles 
that  smack  of  religious  topics.  W’e 
need  to  be  very  wise  in  dealing 
with  the  outpourings  of  some  mod¬ 
ern  “writers.”  W’e  need  discern¬ 
ing  minds  lest  wc  walk  in  the 
filthy  meanderings  which  are  often 
but  the  paths  the  mind  of  the  au¬ 
thor  delights  to  travel.  Certainly, 
a  thoughtful  Christian  would  not 
give  as  gift,  in  those  times,  any 
book  with  a  “religious  sounding 
title”  unless  he  had  carefully  read 
it,  or  bought  it  at  a  book  store 
w  here  denominational  leaders  read 
books  and  give  honest  estimates 
on  them. 

Particularly  we  are  thinking  of 
one  of  the  recent  “best  sellers” 


which  is  characterized  by  one  re¬ 
viewer  as  the  “dirtiest  anil  most 
subtle  attack  on  the  Bible”  they 
ever  read.

our  reasonable  responsibilities  aa 
church  membera  but  God  threw  a 
block  in  our  way,  and  made  it  im¬ 
possible  for  us  to  do  what  we  know 
He  wants  us  to  do,  and  is  pleading 
with  us  to  do.  This  whole  situation 
adds  up  to  exactly  nothing. 

The  plain  fact  is  that  we  once  ask¬ 
ed  a  congregation  of  church  mem¬ 
bers  to  receive  us  Into  membership — 
and  they  did.  That  very  action  implied 
a  recognition  of,  and  a  pledge  to  ac¬ 
cept,  a  definite  responsibility  in  the 
life  of  the  church  that  took  us  in.

The  weather  has  nothing  to  do  with 
it;  it  neither  cancels  nor  reduces  the 
responsibility.  We  are  as  much  mem¬ 
bers  of  our  churches  in  foul  weather 
as  in  fair.  We  are  as  much  members 
on  a  hot  Sunday  as  we  are  on  a  cold 
Sunday.  We  are  members  during  the 
week  as  well  as  on  Sunday.  We  are 
members  in  the  day-time  as  well  as 
at  night.  Our  obligation  to  promote 
the  program  of  our  church  is  as 
definite  and  as  binding  as  are  the 
commitments  of  our  business  rela¬ 
tions  or  social  engagements.  It  is 
never  contingent  or  climatic. 

The  responsibilities  of  church  mem¬ 
bers  can  never  be  measured,  by  a  cal¬ 
endar  or  a  thermometer.

death  covers  most  of  Europe  and  vast 
areas  in  Asia.  Of  the  two  billion  people 
upon  the  earth,  many  are  always  on 
the  brink  of  famine  in  certain  parts 
of  the  Orient.  The  late  global  war  has 
brought  about  a  global  scarcity  of 
food. 

Far  East  Most  Seriously  Affected 

The  Far  East,  however,  is  the  most 
seriously  affected  area,  with  no  pros¬ 
pect  of  obtaining  enough  rice  for  its 
millions.  In  China,  the  worst  scarcity 
will  probably  come  In  June.  1946.  India 
faces  famine  among  100,000,000  peo¬ 
ple,  with  the  peak  coming  in  July 
and  August  this  year.  The  world  needs 
800,000,000  tons  of  rice,  while  only  2,- 
000,000  tons  are  available.  Only  one- 
half  of  the  fats  and  two- thirds  of  the 
sugar  needed  in  the  world  are  in 
sight. 

The  Emergency  Economic  Commit¬ 
tee  for  Europe  estimates  that  100,- 
000,000  people  in  Europe  must  exist 
on  1,500  calories  per  day  per  person — 
a  mere  subsistence  minimum. 

United  States  And  Canada  Only 
Bright  Spots 

The  only  bright  spots  in  the  world’s 
food  picture  today  are  the  United 
States  and  Canada.  On  July  1,  1945, 
total  U.  S.  supplies  of  grain  were  1,- 
400,000,000  bushels.  We  had  promised 
to  ship  225,000,000  bushels  to  needy 
countries  on  a  monthly  schedule  by 
June  30,  1946.  We  have  failed  to  meet 
our  pledge. 

In  January,  1946,  715,000,000  bushels 
of  grain  or  half  of  the  hoard  had  dis¬ 
appeared.  An  estimated  year’s  supply 
had  been  consumed  in  six  months. 
There  had  been  unusually  heavy  con¬ 
sumption  of  grain  at  home,  and  in 
the  making  of  alcoholic  beverages. 

When  the  critical  situation  became 
known  to  our  national  leaders.  Presi¬ 
dent  Truman  quickly  organized  the 
Famine  Emergency  Committee,  with 
former  President  Herbert  Hoover  as 
honorary  chairman.  Mr.  Hoover, 
known  as  the  “good  angel"  to  Eu¬ 


rope's  hungry  masses  after  World  War 
I,  took  up  the  difficult  task  with  rich 
experience  and  sympathy,  and  laid 
plans  for  world-wide  relief. 

Of  France  and  Italy  Mr.  Hoover 
wrote  that  the  situation  is  “difficult 
but  not  intolerable."  In  Poland  he 
found  “over  2,600,000  children  to  be

It 
really  seemed  to  me  that  we  were 
looking  down  on  a  sea  of  new-ginned 
cotton  as  white  as  snow.  Those  clouds 
in  the  sunlight  were  sublime. 

Glancing  away  to  the  south  ovei 
the  eastern  end  of  Sicily,  I  saw  the 
top  half  of  snow-capped  Mount  Etna 
lifting  its  smoking  head  heavenward 
The  thrill  at  the  sight  of  the  moun¬ 
tain  turned  to  rdpture  as  we  drew 
nearer  and  saw  through  rifts  in  th« 
clouds  the  base  of  the  mountain,  the 
city  of  Catania  and  the  harbor  full  ol 
ships.  ^ 

As  we  winged  our  way  out  to  the 
Mediterranean,  I  ruminated  on  the 
goodness  of  God.  It  was  impossible 
not  to  recall  Isaiah  40:31:  “But  they 
that  wait  for  the  Lord  shall  renew 
their  strength;  they  shall  mount  up 
with  wings  as  eagles;  they  shall  run 
and  not  be  weary;  and  they  shall 
walk  and  not  faint." 

I  had  come  from  the  Gothic  Line 
in  northern  Italy  where  I  had  lived 
under  battle  conditions  for  months. 
Very  soon  I  would  go  back  there.  But  I 
knew  that  with  new  and  different 
strength,  I  would  return  to  the  drab 
and  dangerous  life  of  a  soldier  in  the 
line. 

To  be  consistent,  let  us  look  for  a 
moment  at  the  verse  in  question.  The 
first  part,  translated  literally,  means. 
“They  that  are  trusting  Jehovah  shall 
change  strength  (power).”  They  shall 
change  strength  as  a  war-weary 
soldier  casts  aside  his  battle-torn  gar¬ 
ments  for  new  clothes.  The  strength 
we  get  is  a  new  strength,  or  power, 
from  God. 

In  this  strength  we  fly  above  the 
weak  and  beggarly  things  of  life  near 
to  the  throne  of  Grace.  His  enabling 
power  makes  us  to  run  at  the  proper 
time  in  the  race  of  life  without  weari¬ 
ness.  It  makes  us  able  to  walk  about 
the  usual  affairs  of  life  with  vigor 
where  there  is  no  glamour.  We  perse¬ 
vere  without  fainting  when,  humanly 
speaking,  it  is  impossible  to  go  on. 
Thus  we  are  ever  young  and  growing 
in  the  things  of  the  Spirit. 

Let  us  often  make  eagle  flights  in 
prayer  so  that  we  may  be  able  to  live 
acceptably  in  daily  life.

church  press  last  night  at  the  Ward-  Cranford  writes  that  several  of  these 
man  Park  Hotel,  the  State  Depart¬ 
ment  official  said : 

“I  think  the  relationship  between 
foreign  missions  and  the  information¬ 
al  and  cultural  exchange  program  of 
the  United  States  Government  can 
best  be  Illustrated  by  the  Interesting 
history  of  the  use  of  that  Immortal 
saying  of  Jesus,  ‘Ye  shall  know  the 
truth,  and  the  truth  shall  make  you 
free'." 

In  a  new  and  more  significant 
meaning,  said  the  official,  “free  re¬ 
fers  to  the  liberation  of  men  from 
tyranny,  political  shackles,  social  sup¬ 
pressions,  economic  slavery,  and  all 
the  Institutions  which  limit  their  be¬ 
liefs,  dim  their  aspirations,  or  curb 
their  love  for  their  fellow-human  be¬ 
ings. 

“The  history  of  the  American  mis¬ 
sionary  movement  is  that  of  the 
growth  of  the  second  meaning  In 
the  work  done  by  our  men  and  wo¬ 
men  in  the  foreign  mission  field,  so 
that  gradually  they  have  become  not 
only  missionaries  for  Christ,  but  un¬ 
official  centers  of  information  about 
the  United  States  and  Its  democratic 
processes.” 

Paul  F.  Heard,  executive  secretary, 
told  the  Associated  Church  Press  that 
“The  Protestant  Film  Commission 
Is  interested  in  seeing  that  the  points 
of  view  taken  by  Hollywood  films  are 
constructive,  and  that  the  attitudes  of 
these  films  make  for  the  betterment 
of  human  life.” 

Outlining  the  film  commission’s  ob¬ 
jective  for  both  Hollywood  produc¬ 
tions  and  church-produced  moving 
pictures,  Mr.  Heard  said  Hollywood  is 
‘continually  looking  for  a  ‘formula’ 
which  will  increase  box  office  re¬ 
turns.” 

Senator  Wiley  of  Wisconsin  also  ad¬ 
dressed  the  gathering  on  current  poli¬ 


tical  questions.  Talks  on  “Reporting 
to  the  Washington  Scene"  were  given 
by  Roscoe  Drummond  of  the  Christian 
Science  Monitor  and  Larston  D.  Far¬ 
rar  of  the  Religious  News  Service.

Thursday  afternoon’s  program  In¬ 
cluded  h  luncheon  with  Paul  Wooten 
of  the  National  Press  Club  speaking 
on  “A  Newspaper  Man  Looks  At  The 
Church  Press’.  Following  the  lunch¬ 
eon  the  visiting  editors  were  receiv¬ 
ed  by  Admiral  Thomas,  Chief  of  Navy 
Chaplains,  (native  of  Rankin  Coun¬ 
ty),  In  the  Navy  Building  at  Arlington 
and  General  Miller,  Chief  of  Army 
Chaplains,  at  the  Pentagon  Building. 
International  and  Domestic  Problems 
Closely  Linked 

At  the  Thursday  evening  session, 
Senator  Joseph  Ball  of  Minnesota  and 
Dr.  Dan  Poling,  editor  of  the  Christian 
Herald  and  pastor  of  Temple  Baptist 
Church,  Philadelphia,  were  the  fea¬ 
tured  speakers.  Senator  Ball  empha¬ 
sized  the  fact  that  our  international 
problems  are  closely  linked  with  our 
domestic  problems.  He  paid  his  re¬ 
spects  to  pressure  groups  and  admit¬ 
ted  that  99%  of  his  mail  today  favors 
continuing  OPA.  Dr.  Poling’s  main 
emphasis  was  on  equality  of  race  re¬ 
lations  and  a  plea  for  unity  among 
the  denominations. 

More  Publicity  Urged 
At  the  closing  session  on  Friday 
morning  the  Associated  Church  Press 
heard  a  report  on  Protestant  Rela¬ 
tions  presented  by  Dr.  Guy  Emery 
Shipler,  editor  of  The  Churchman. 
Calling  attention  to  the  well-planned 
and  well -organized  publicity  depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Catholic  Hierarchy,  Dr. 
Shipley  advocated  a  strong  Protestant 
publicity  department.  He  said  that  the 
reason  Catholics  get  more  and  better 
publicity  than  the  Protestants  is  that 
they  do  a  better  job  than  the  Protest¬ 
ants. 

The  morning  session  was  highlight¬ 
ed  by  a  trip  to  the  White  House  fol¬ 
lowed  by  lunch  in  the  Senate  Dining 
Room  with  Senators  Wiley  and  Willis 
as  host*. 

Thee  losing  session  heard  addresses 
by  Dr.  Erby  of  C.  I.  O.,  Mr.  Crowe  of 
N.  A.  M.,  and  Mr.  Cruickshank  of  the 
A.  F.  L.  Each  one  presented  the  merits 
of  his  own  organization  aqd  asked 
the  support  of  the  religious  press. 
(Editor’s  note:  The  Baptist  Record  1* 
a  religious  publication  not  a  labor  nor 
a  business  management  magazine).

Nall  of  the-  Christian  Advocate,  Chi¬ 
cago,  president;  Dr.  A.  J.  Wilson  of 
the  United  Church  Observer,  Toronto, 
Canada,  vice-president;  and  Dr.  J. 
Edward  Moseley  of  the  World  Call 
(Disciples),  Indianapolis,  Indiana, 
aecretary  and  treasurer.

MUSIC  IN  THE  HOUSE  OF  GOD 
EARNEST  O.  SELLERS 

The  spiritual  temperature  of  every 
congregation  can  be  judged  by  the 
character  and  volume  of  its  singing. 

Some  singing  seems  only  to  please 
and  comes  not  from  regenerated 
hearts.  On  the  other  hand,  some  of 
the  most  precious  moments  of  exalted 
spiritual  experience  have  been  those 
connected  with  the  singing  of  the 
praises  of  God.  As  words  and  tune 
have  been  wedded,  congregations  have 
caught  them  up  and  the  Spirit  has 
moved  and  warmed  the  hearts  of 
men. 

The  Judicious  choice  of  hymns  and 
the  correct  interpretation  thereof  is 
important.  Frequently  spiritual  uplift 
and  refreshment  have  been  marred 
by  careless  choice  and  presentation, 
due  to  poor  leadership  or  a  lack  of 
leadership. 

No  one  attempts  to  lay  down  hard 
and  fast  rules.  Still  we  must  realize 
the  importance  of  intelligent,  conse¬ 
crated  and  trained  leaders.  There  is 
no  excuse  for  laxity  here. 

Th  first  and  most  important  ques¬ 
tion  to  ask  is,  “What  does  this  hymn 
(or  anthem)  say?”  Decide  the  ap¬ 
propriateness  of  every  selection  first 
of  all  and  BEFORE  the  service  begins. 
A  leader  should  have  a  good  voice  of 
carrying  power,  a  degree  of  self  con¬ 
fidence,  and  be  able  to  strike  the  key 
and  proceed  without  hesitation. 

There  is  a  right  and  a  wrong  way 
of  leading.  There  should  be  no  gal¬ 
loping  over  lines  solo  fashion,  thus 
discouraging  congregational  participa¬ 
tion.  Some  leaders  begin  the  second 
or  succeeding  verses  before  the  pre¬ 
ceding  one  is  decently  finished,  with 
no  allowance  for  proper  breathing  or 
clear  enunciation.  Hymns  should  be 
clearly  and  unanimously  started  and 
also  have  clean  cut  definite  endings. 
Choirs,  congregations  and  clergy 
should  learn  how  to  use  their  lips  as 
well  as  vocal  chords  and  brains. 

The  only  way  to  learn  how  to  sing 
Is  to  sing.  “The  preacher  the  atheist 
fears  most  is  the  well  sung  hymn.” 
(Beattie).  Millions  of  souls  today  are 
rejoicing  in  the  knowledge  of  Jesus 
as  Saviour  who  were  led  to  know  him 
through  the  message  of  salvation 
brought  to  them  in  song.  An  English 
historian  has  said,  “More  people 
were  won  to  the  Wesleyan  (Method¬ 
ist)  Societies  through  the  singing  of
